Ryan Outlines 
Grievance Policy

Jerry Ryan, Dean of 
Academic Services, at BCC, 
conveys to students that 
there is a procedure by 
which grievances against 
instructors, alleged unfair 
grading, or academic 
dismissal can be resolved. 
This is the ‘Interim Student 


Appeals Procedure’ as 
adopted by the Board of 
Trustees. 


Students are urged to first 
confront the instructor in- 
volved as soon as possible, 
but not after 30 calendar 
days. If the student is not 
satisfied, he may request a 
meeting of the instructor and 
department chairperson. 
This must be done within 10 
class days after the student- 
instructor meeting. 

Step 3 ought to be followed 
within 5 class days of the 
above meeting. In that 
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period, the student will 
forward a written grievance 
to the Dean of the Division. 
The Dean will arrange a 
meeting of the chairperson, 
instructor, student, and 
himself within 10 class days 
of the second meeting. 
Students may elect to have 
present an advocate of his- 
her choice. Chairpersons 
and instructor will also 
forward their written 
positions within 5 class days 
of the second meeting. 


If the problem is not 
resolved at Step 3, the 
Division Dean will forward 
all written material to the 
Academic Grievance 
Committee of two students 
and faculty-within 3 class 
days of the Step 3. meeting. 
Wtihin 10 class days, the 
Committee will investigate 
the matter and forward all 
pertinent material ,and a 
recommendation to the Vice 
President of Academic 
Affairs. The Vice President 
will render a decision within 
5 class days of receiving the 
material. This decision is the 
final step. 


The investigation by the 
Committee may include a 
hearing of all parties con 
cerned, but the policy does 
not hold it mandatory. 


When interviewed, Mr. 
Ryan emphasized that 
complaints ought to be 
legitimate. 


If students have questions, 
Mr. Ryan’s office -is in 
Wales, room 202. 


Assembly leadership are 
now competing for attention 
by proposing conflicting 
TAP proposals, neither of 
which reflects the real needs 
of students,”’ he said. 

Their inability to resolve 
these differences has 
resulted in an unhealthy 
and destructive competition 
among students and college 
representatives. The longer 
students must wait for them 
to work out their differences 
in negotiating an eleventh 
hour political solution, the 
more severe the impact will 
be on student morale and on 


the viability of the TAP 
program. 

“Students who entered 
school over five months ago 
still don’t know how much 
aid they will receive from 


the state, for .the fall 
semester already com- 
pleted,” the Long Island 


legislative leader declared. 

Mr. Duryea emphasized, 
‘‘New York State also cannot 
wait around for months, if 
not years, of haggling that 
will go into the development 
of a significant change in the 
federal college student aid 
program. However, if and 


when a new federal program 
is enacted, we will stand 
ready to modify quickly the 
New York program to take 
maximum advantage of any 
new federal aid formula.” 

The Assembly Republican 
plan re-confirms the com- 
mitment to the students 
attending New York State’s 
independent colleges and 
universities by increasing 
the TAP ceiling by $350. This 
represents a necessary $50 
increase, added to the $300 
recommended last year, to 
fight inflationary increases 
in tuition.

Dirigo Cruises, in con- 
junction with Southhampton 
College, announces “‘A 
Semester at Sea,” an ex- 
perience of operating a U.S. 
flag schooner and academic 
curriculum. This’ is fully 
accredited for twenty-four 
students each semester. 

A sound academic is 
combined with the operation 
and crewing of a large gaff- 
rigged schooner. Resources 
of educational and research 
institutions, historical sites, 
museums, coral reefs, 
oceanographic and 
geological features will be 
included to enrich the 
program.

Peggy Gaylord, the CETA payed project coordinator of the 


NYPIRG, the New York Interest 
Research Group, has been tentatively 
recognized as a club by Club Council and 
U.S.G. To be tentatively recognized, an 
organization must present an application 
with at least twelve signatures; 
NYPIRG’s application had thirty-four 
signatures and thirty-four additional 
names. With such support, the NYPIRG 
chapter at B.C.C. is ranked among the 
largest clubs on campus. The club must 
also present a constitution within the 
three month trial period. 


Yet, people in high places suggest that NYPIRG is a leftest or- 
ganization. On the contrary, NYPIRG utilizes conservative methods 
to inact their programs; they work primarily through the legislature 
process of the state government. NYPIRG was instrumental in getting 
the Marijuana Reform Act passed and is currently in a law suit to 
force the State to take an active stand in the removal of carcinogens 
and toxic chemicals from the State, lakes, and rivers. Another in- 
teresting note is the recent pamphlet on jury selection discrimination 
in Broome County. Since the distribution of this pamphlet, com- 
pounded with the press coverage, the discriminated parties, students, 
women, and blacks have now been called duty more often. 


The NYPIRG club’s main 
concerns are invironmental 
protection, social justice, fiscal 
responsibility, and consumer 
research and protection. The 
organization is run by a board 


NYPIRG Club at B.C.C., and Maureen Boyd, an intern at 
B.C.C., pose as if they are studying the sheet before them. Since 
Peggy arrived on campus last semester, NYPIRG has offered 
public speaking, technical writing, secretarial, and research- 
field study opportunities. When the club is more firmly 
established, they will be able to serve all of the curriculum at 


of directors comprised of B.C.C. 


students from participating 
colleges. They are aided by a 
full-time staff of. lawyers, 
project coordinators, and 
organizers. 


Still, people such as Doctor 
Livingstoned do not understand why an 
outside organization should be allowed 
recognition as a club and obtain funds 
generated by the student activities fee. 
Presently, there are three other clubs 
that are waiting to be recognized at 
B.C.C..Club Council has 577 dollars to 
be divided among the four new clubs of 
which, the NYPIRG Club will receive a 
Possible 100 dollars. When they are 
completely recognized the NYPIRG 
Club will contribute 15,000 dollars by 
January of 1978. This money, however, 
was procured by student activity fees 
from other colleges and if the B.C.C. 
chapter does not pull its own weight, 
the club might withdraw. 


Presently. though, the NYPIRG Club is without an office 
and are temporarily cohabitating with Club Council. To 
contact Peggy, one must leave a message in the NYPIRG 
box in the Student Union. 


The organization is primarily-student run. To make the 
club successful, interested people are needed to volunteer 
their time or join the internship program and receive credit 


for their research. Not only will their activities be an 


educational experience, they will also directly benefit the 
community. 


Programs to be dealt with by the 
NYPIRG Clubare a study on automobile 
repair prices, a survey on comparitive 
eyeglass costs, a guide to prescription 
drug prices, a continuous market-basket 
survey broken down by communities, 
and a voters registration drive.
